One more jab at the utilities commis- 
sion and the passage of a few of the 
sleeners that repose in bills apparent- 
ly of local application, and things in 
Ohio will be like they were before al! 
right. Of course there may be nothing 
in that .little sleeper to make munici- 
pal plants show a profit of six per 
cent but it looks decidedly like an 
attempt to put municipal ownership 
in Ohio on the blink.

Chinese Locks.

Ordinary Ventilation. 


Authorities compute that each adult 


person in a room requires at least 
thirty cubic feet of fresh air per min- 
ute to maintain a fair standard of 
purity; hence the air changes required 
per hour primarily depend upon the 
number of workmen in the shop, to- 
gether with its cubical contents. If 
the rooms are large and the workmen 
few the necessary air changes per 
hour are lessened, so that this figure 
depends for its determination upon 
local conditions.

allows "One change of air per hour 
for the average type of city building," 
increasing this allowance for corridors 
and first floors. Other engineers desig- 
nate variously from a fraction of one 
change to as high as three changes per 
hour for different sets of conditions.—
